Editorial 
A Vital Question 


COLD, SOBERING FACTS brought out at the meeting 
held W ednesday at city hall for discussion 
of 
the 
stream 
pollution problem confronting the Cum berland industrial area 
show beyond cavil th a t this com munity is facing a critical 
question, which should be answered before it is too late. 
On the editorial page of this issue, the Cumberland Neivs 
is setting forth a review of local postwar prospects, which in­ 
dicates th a t the city will have virtually no war reconversion 
problem at all. But it will be a serious problem unless we keep 
“on the beam .” 
Tile facts set forth, however, are predicated upon th e ex­ 
pectation th a t the m ajor industrial plants of this com munity 
will continue to operate in accordance with existing plans. 
The facts adduced a t the city hall m eeting show th a t this 
premise cannot stand unless plans are included to guarantee 
an adequate water supply for them . 
Fred T. Small, m anager of the Celanese plant, has laid its 
cards on the table regarding its w ater needs. The Savage river 
dam project will help, but, as clearly shown, the water from 
it will not round out its needs and those of other local indus­ 
trial plants. Purified city water is an added essential. Celanese 
alone m ust have a m inim um 4.000,000 gallons of city water 
daily to keep it going if there is to be any expansion of the 
plant as has been planned. Those plans have been laid. 
But some im portant considerations should be cleared and 
acknowledged. 
One is th a t the Celanese corporation Ls in 
business for the purpose of m aking a profit, So is everybody 
else. It would be foolharc^ not to be. It can keep w ithin the 
profit m argin either here or some other place. 
There is no 
buncombe or th rea t about th at. 
If it cannot do it here, it 
would be a simple m atter, not to pull up stakes suddenly, but 
to decrease gradually through depreciation and transfer its 
expansion work to one or more of its other plants. Another 
fact is th a t in providing w ater for this and other large plants, 
the city will not be giving it. These industrial plants pay for 
it—through the nose. 
B ut the outstanding, glaring fact is th a t Cum berland 
needs these plants. 
Now', the city has am ple source of w'ater for its w ater 
system, but insufficient facilities, the greatest lack being in 
transm ission pipe lines. Blue prints are ready for construction 
of those additional lines. 
They should be the num ber one 
thing in all the planning for the postwar period by this com ­ 
m unity. The city has authorization for th e issuance of bonds 
for this work. If this will not suffer, the needed additional 
funds can and should be obtained. But the point is. and it is 
as plain as a weathercock on a steeple, th a t the additional 
w ater facilities should be provided for definitely at once. 
T hat question, in th e opinion of this newspaper, should be 
answered now and. as stated, before it is too late.
